Sulphur dioxide and hydrogen sulphide could 
be produced by stagnant water, seaweed or industry. 
Extensive, on~he-spot tests at the time of occurence 
would be necessary to pin point particular causes.

He sugges: | 
ted, as a preliminary measure, ' 
that when the nuisance is evi- 
dent a portable hand .tester. 
should be used, In this way it! 
would be very little trouble — 
to take successive readings 
and form an opinion as to the 
source of the pollution. There 
is already a tester for hy-! 
drogen sulphide in the S2a- 
holme area. The Clean Air 
Committee also reads every 
day a tester for sulphide di- 
oxide near the old shire 
Offices. This latter tester has 
only recently been installed. 
So far no significant reports 
have been received. 

Cr. H. W. Lee asked which 
gas has the most harmful 
effects. ' 


Mr. Sharp replied that sul- 
phur dioxide has caused eri- 
demics—it caused a consider. 
able number of deaths in Eng- 
land to people with bad res- 
pitory conditions. 

Asked about tests tor these 
gases Mr. Sharp said the 
Clean Air Committee had one 
tester in Altona and if read- 
ings were no worse than the 
testers in other sections of 
the metropolian area, there 
Was no problem of air pollu- 
tion in Altona. Only the 
Clean Air Committee can ans- 
wer the question as they have 
testers installed all around 
Melbourne. 

He suggested the Clean Air 
Committee be asked to attend 
a@ council meeting as he had. 

Mr. J. W. Waters, shire séc- 
retary, remarked that the 
Clean Air Committee works 
on a general basis in the met- 
ropolitan area rather than in 
& specific place. 

It was finally agreed to get 
more background information 
from the Clean Air Commit- 
tee.

Religious Education is a vital part of our State 
School Education. The Council for Christian Educa-j 
tion in Schools has been given the authority to 
organise and develop this work. 

It is the air of the council that every class in 
primary, high and technical schools should receive 


religious education from a trained instructor. 
accreditation of instructors, their training, and the 
provision of suitable books are all involved. 


Chaplains have been ap- 
pointed to 13 technical and 
four high schools, as the 
C.C.E.S. believes that this is 
the most effective way to pre- 
sent Christian Education. 

Last year approximately 
90,0G0 children who were 
eligible to receive instruction 
at school, received none. 

- Whilst there are some 3,100 
voluntary instructors, of 
whom 1,750 are lay people, it 
has not been possible to keep 
pace with the rapid expansion 
of schools and school popula- 
tion. Many instructors take 
a number of classes, so enab- 
ling a greater coverage than 
would otherwise be possible. 
The council is appealing for 
additional voluntary instruc- 
tors to assist in its expanding 
responsibility. Those who 
apply now will be able‘ to 
share in training programs in 
preparation for 1964. 

Preparations of a new sylla- 
bus has commenced to bring 
the approach to children into 
line with current educational 
trends. Literature made avail-
